Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not 
teach, disclose nor make obvious a water soluble composition comprising coenzyme 
Q10, a monoester of polyglycerol with averaged polymerization degree of 10 and a fatty 
acid having 18 carbons, a mono-, di-, tri- or penta-ester of polyglycerol with averaged 
polymerization degree of 3-6 and a fatty acid having 18 carbons and water and wherein 
the average particle diameter of the water soluble composition is 1 1 0 nm or smaller or 
wherein the average particle diameter of the coenzyme do in the water soluble 
composition is 1 10 nm or smaller.
